Washington, November 80.— On the 
eve of the opening of the burley tobac- 
co markets In Kentucky, Representa- 
tive J. C. CantrlU tonight gave out a 
statement In which he said: "From 
every reasonable standpoint the price 
of tobacco thiR year of the burley type 
should break all jirovlous records." 

"It Is well kno\^n In Kentucky", he 
says, "that the crop of tobacco grown 
In the year 1918 was an unusually 
large crop of burley tobacco, end yet 
on October 1, 1919, the stocks to the 
hands ef the dealers and manufactur- 
ers were practically the same as ths 
average amount during the. past eight 
Tears. H also Is well known to every 
one conversant with eondltlpu In the 
barley tobacco district that the erop^ 
grown this year is ah unasually short
